LISTING OF CLAIMS: 

1. (Currently Amended) A display apparatus selectively operated in a first mode 
and a second mode, said display apparatus comprising: 

a l i quid crysta l display panel having a first area and a second area, in response 
to an image signal, said first area and said second area capable of displaying variable 
data; 

a first light source for illuminating said first area , said first li ght sourc e 
i ndepend e nt l y and s ele ct i v el y e nt e r i ng i nto a first state and a second stat e d i ff e r e nt 
from said f i rst stat e; and 

a second light source for illuminating said second area , sa i d second l i ght sourc e 
i ndependent l y and s e loct i vo l y ent e r i ng i nto a third state and a fourth stato differ e nt from 
said th i rd stat e; 

wherein said first area and said second area are illuminated with substantially 
same brightness by said first light source and said second light source simultaneously 
when said display apparatus is operated in said first mode; 

wherein said f i rst l i ght sourc e and said second light source aro i ndependently 
controllod so that is driven to a lower brightness level to make said second area visually 
darker than said first area is visual l y bright e r than sa i d second ar e a when said display 
apparatus is operated in said second mode for conserving power of said display 
apparatus f i rst l ight sourc e is in said first stat e and said s e cond l ight source i s i n sa i d 
fourth state . 
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2. (Currently Amended) The display apparatus of claim 1 , wherein said first light 
source and said second light source are both turned on when said display apparatus is 
operated in said first mode sa i d first stato is an ON stato. and said socond stato i s an 
OFF stat e. 

3. (Currently Amended) The display apparatus of claim 1 , wherein said first light 
source is turned on and said second light source is turned off when said display 
apparatus is operated in said second mode th i rd stat e is an ON state, and sa i d fourth 
state i s an OFF stat e. 

4. (Withdrawn) The display apparatus of claim 1 , wherein said first state is an 
ON state of a first brightness level, and said second state is an ON state of a second 
brightness level, said first brightness level is different from said second brightness level. 

5. (Withdrawn) The display apparatus of claim 1 , wherein said third state is an ON 

state of a third brightness level, and said fourth state is an ON state of a fourth 
brightness level, said third brightness level is different from said fourth brightness level. 

6. (Original) The display apparatus of claim 1 , further comprising a first light guide 
plate for reflecting and scattering light provided by said first light source so that light 
uniformly illuminates said first area. 

7. (Original) The display apparatus of claim 6, wherein said first light guide plate 
further comprises a light guide structure for reflecting light provided by said first light 
source to said first area. 

8. (Original) The display apparatus of claim 1 , further comprising a second light 
guide plate for reflecting and scattering light provided by said second light source so 
that light uniformly illuminates said second area. 
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9. (Original) The display apparatus of claim 8, wherein said second light guide 
plate further comprises a groove surface for reflecting light provided by said second 
light source to said second area. 

10. (Cancelled) 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A display system, comprising: 

an electronic device selectively operated in a first mode and a second mode: 
a li qu i d crystal display panel having a first area and a second area, in response 

to an image signal, said first area and said second area capable of displaying variable 

data; 

a first light source for illuminating said first area , said first l ight sourc e 
i nd e pend e ntly and s e l e ct i v e ly e nter i ng into a f i rst stat e and a second stato d i ffer e nt 
from said f i rst stat e ; 

a second light source for illuminating said second area , said second light sourc e 
ind e p e nd e ntly and s ele ctiv e ly e nter i ng i nto a th i rd stato and a fourth stat e different from 
sa i d third stat e; and 

a processor for controlling dotorm i ning stat e s of said first light source and said 
second light source according to modes of said electronic device : 

wherein said first light source and said second light source are driven to 
illuminate said first area and said second area simultaneously and to make said first 
area and said second area have substantially same visually brightness as each other 
when said electronic device is operated in said first mode; 

wherein said second light source is driven to generate light with lower brightness 
than said first light source to make said second area visually darker than said first area 
when said electronic device is operated in said second mode for conserving power of 
said display system i nd e p e nd e nt l y contro l led so that said first area is v i sua ll y bright e r 
than sa i d second ar e a when said f i rst li ght source is in sa i d f i rst stato and sa i d socond 
l ight sourc e is in sa i d fourth stat e. 
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12. (Currently Amended) The display system of claim 1 1 , wherein said first light 
source and said second light source are both turned on when said electronic device is 
operated in said first mode state is an ON stato. and oaid socond state i s an OFF stat o. 

1 3. (Currently Amended) The display system of claim 1 1 , wherein said first light 
source is turned on and said second light source is turned off when said electronic 
device is operated in said second mode th i rd state is an ON stat o , and sa i d fourth stato 
i s an OFF stato , 

14. (Withdrawn) The display system of claim 1 1 , wherein said first state is an 
ON state of a first brightness level, and said second state is an ON state of a second 
brightness level, said first brightness level is different from said second brightness level. 

1 5. (Withdrawn) The display system of claim 1 1 , wherein said third state is an ON 
state of a third brightness level, and said fourth state is an ON state of a fourth 
brightness level, said third brightness level is different from said fourth brightness level, 

16. (Original) The display system of claim 1 1 , further comprising a first light guide 
plate for reflecting and scattering light provided by said first light source, so that light 
uniformly illuminates said first area. 

17. (Original) The display system of claim 16, wherein said first light guide plate 
further comprises a light guide structure for reflecting light provided by said first light 
source to said first area. 

1 8. (Original) The display system of claim 1 1 , further comprising a second light 
guide plate for reflecting and scattering light provided by said second light source, so 
that light uniformly illuminates said second area. 
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19. (Original) The display system of claim 18, wherein said second light guide plate 
further comprises a groove surface for reflecting light provided by said second light 
source to said second area. 

20. (Withdrawn) A light guide plate for use with a display apparatus, said display 
apparatus having a panel with a first display area and a second display area, 
comprising: 

a first light guide region corresponding to said first display area and having a light 
guide structure; and 

a second light guide region corresponding to said second display area and being 
adjacent to said first light guide region; 

wherein said light guide structure guides light toward said first area and away 
from said second area. 

21. (Currently Amended) A mobile device selectively operated in a first mode and 

a second mode, said mobile device comprising: 

d ii quid Grvbta l display panel having a first area and a second area, in response 
to an image signal, said first area and said second area capable of displaying variable 
data; 

a first light source for illuminating said first area , said first l ight source 
i nd e pend e nt l y and s ele ct i v el y e nt e r i ng i nto a f i rst stat e and a second stat e d i ff e r e nt 
from said f i rst stat e; 

a second light source for illuminating said second area , sa i d second li ght sourc e 
i ndepend e nt l y and sel e ctiv e ly e ntering into a third stat o and a fourth stat e difforont from 
said th i rd stat e; and 

a processor for controlling dotorm i n i ng stat e s of said first light source and said 
second light source according to modes of said mobile device; 

wherein said first light source and said second light source are driven to 
illuminate said first area and said second area simultaneously and to make said first 
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area and said second area have substantially same visually brightness as each other 
when said electronic device is operated in said first mode : 

wherein said second light source is driven to generate light with lower brightness 
than said first light source to make said second area visually darker than said first area 
when said electronic device is operated in said second mode for conserving power of 
said mobile device ind e pend e nt l y controllod so that ca i d first ar o a is v i sually bright e r 
than s ai d second ar e a wh e n sa i d f i rst light source i s in said f i rst stat e and said s e cond 
li ght sourc e is in said fourth stat e. 

22. (Previously Presented) The mobile device of claim 21 , wherein said mobile 
device comprises a mobile phone, a personal digital assistance, or a digital camera. 
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
